—A Sketch of His Life. 


i erdinand Phinizy, one of Georgia’s 
oe © d most respected citizens, died at 


his residence in Athens yesterday afternoon, 


Mr. Phinizy was seventy-one years old. : 
Three weeks ago he was as vigorous an 

y time within the 

past fifteen or twenty years, and the intelli- 

gence of his death was a surprise to his many 

friepds and acquaintances in Atlanta yester- 


fternoou. 
tis death was the result of a complication 


e few weeks ago a carbuncle appeared upon 
the back of Mr. Phinizy’s neck. It was quite 

ful, but no attention was given it at first 
except such as would relieve the pain. The 

mmation, however, continued to incréase. 

In a few days the gentleman’s condijion 
BEGAN TO ALABM HIS FAMILY, 

and medical aid was called in. During that 
time, however, there came a@ general giving 
away of the system and Mr. Phinizy contin- 


ued to grow worse. so 
Still his recovery was anticipated by those 


about him. 

On Monday, though, a week ago today, the 
physicians became doubtfaland Mrs. Dr. A. 
W. Calhoun, of this city, his only daughter, 
gassummoned. There was no change in his 
condition the next two days, buton Thursday 
he commenced sinking rapidly, and his sons in 
Augusta, Dr. Calhoun, of Atlanta, and Mr. 
Harry Phinizy, who was then in Brunswick, 


were telegraphed for. 

On Friday Mr. Harry Phinizy reached At- 
janta, and with Dr. Calhoun went to Athens. 

The physicians in attendance on Mr.Phinizy, 
detected Brights disease and attributing his 
rapid failure to it, informed the sons that there 
was little, or no chance for his recovery. 

HE PASSES QUIETLY AWAY. 

Sunday morning Mr. Phinizy was very weak 
and was barely alive. During the day he ap- 
peared to remain unchanged until the after- 
poon setin. Then he sank rapidly and as the 
day was disappearing his soul took its flight to 
the master he loved so well. His death was 
peaceful and quiet and with a happy smile 
upon his face he passed away surrounded by 
his wife, sons and daughter. He was not 
afraid to go because he was at peace with his 
God and frequently during his illness re- 


marked : 
“Tam willing to go at the call of my Maker 


and ready too.”’ 

In Athens his death created a deep, sincere 
regret, for all there loved him well. During 
his illness there wore constant inquiries at the 
residence as to his condition and upon the 
streets the information was eagerly sought, 

HE WAS A NATIVE GEORGIAN, 

Mr. Phinizy was born in Oglethorpe county 
in 1818, and passed his life in Augusta and 
Athens. When he was quite young his father 
moved to Augusta, and in that city Mr. 
Phinizy lived his boyhood days, and there he 
prepared himself for college. Atan early age 
he went to Athens and entered the old Frank- 
lin college, now the state university. He was 
a careful, industrious student, and before gain- 
ing his majority graduated high up in his 
class. 

' He was one of the honor students. 

With a thorough collegiate education, a fine 
reputation, a spotiess character, and ap abun- 

dance of energy Mr. Phinizy stepped forth 
from his college ready for the battle of life. 

His father was well off but the son declined 
the pecuniary assistance tendered him and 
began looking around for something to do. 

Inashorttime he secured an appointment 
as agent for the Georgia road at some 
small station and the (first dollar of 

THE VAST FORTUNE HE LEAVES BEHIND 
was paid him by the railroad. Soon after 
taking the agency Mr. Phinizy opened an eat- 
ing house, aud from it increased his income. 

But the business at asmall side track station 
was not enough for Mr. Fhinizy’s capacity, 
andinashort time he resigned the agency 
and with the small sum of money he had made 
went to Augusta. 

That same caution which marked his suc- 
cessful career throughout life was exercised by 
Mr. Phinizy then. He did not enter business 
atonce, but carefully and cautiously looked 
over the field of commerce, trying to decide 
which avenue to wealth he would take. 
Finally be entered the cotton market, and 
from the very first day of his work up to the 
time he went out of business, some twenty 
years ago, he was an important factor in the 
trade—a factor whose influence was felt in the 
cotton market throughout the south. 

FORTUNE SMILES UPON HIM. 

His first deal was a successful one, and be- 
fore the first season was over Mr, Phinizy had 
not only made for himself a name in the trade, 

thad made a snug sum. His ambition ap- 
peared to be the acquisition of a fortune and 
wherever a good investment appeared Mr. 
Phinizy put his money. 

Plantations and slaves were both valuable in 
those days. 

The money made in cotton was invested in 
that staple again or was turned into land or 
Blaves, just as the market appeared to Mr. 
Phinizy. So in afew years he owned several 
fine places and quite a number of negroes. 
During these years when he was building the 
foundations of his million, and more, his 
father died leaving him quite a nice little 
fortune. This added to what he had made put 
Mr. Phinizy in easy reach of wealth. 

MR. PHINIZY MARRIES MISS BOWDRE. 

Mr. Phinizy was one of the handsomest and 
most sociable as well as one of the most suc- 
cessful young gentleman of Augusta, and in 
soeietr was a favorite. In 1844, about, he won

of theseason. They were peculiarly suited to 
each other and up to the time of his death 
lived happily, admired, respected and loved 
by a large circle of friends. Before her death

and one girl, all of whom are alive today, 
except the eldestson. ‘They are too all bright, 
finely educated, successful business men, 
known throughout the state. 

No father ever lived to see his sons more 
respected and admired for their own worth 
than Mr. Phinizy. 

His wife was a cousin to Mrs. Noah Fowler, 
of Atlanta.

His children were devoted 
to him and made frequent visits to the home, 
and the old father was never so happy as 
when with one of them. He was their "Trend 
and companion as well as their farther, and 
by no one will be more missed. 

HIS BROTHERS AND SISTERS. 

Mr, Phinizy had three brothers and two sis- 
ters. One of his brothers, Jacob Phinizy, was 
killed — the war while fighting gallantly 
and bravely for the south. Another one, Mr. 
John Phinizy, resides in Alabama, where he 
has acquired wealth and distinction. 

One of his sisters, Mrs. Phillips, resides in 
Alabama. Her husband is a successful busi- 
ness man. 

Mrs, Lockhart, well known in Atlanta be 
fore her death, was the other sister. 

Mr. Phinizy’s father was a native of Italy 
and came to America long before the birth of 
his children. He settled in Georgia and was 
one of the best antebellum citizens of the old 
state. He lived nearly all his life upon Geor- 
gia soil honored and respected by all who 
knew him. 

HE WAS NO POLITICIAN, 

During his life Mr. Phinizy took no stock in 
the political side of life and never sought or 
held an office. He was happy in his family 
and business and apart from these cared for 
nothing except the respect and confidence of 
his acquaintances, and these he got. 

An inventory of his wealth will show large 
blocks of railroad and other stocks and in any 
of these companies he could have secured any 
office, but he never aspired to any position 
except that of a director. 

He was a director, too, in many companies. 

He owns large blocks in both the Georgia 
railroad and the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
way. Atone time he was the largest stock- 
holder in both lines, but within the past few 
years disposed ofa great deal of his Atlanta 
and West Point. In the Georgia, how- 
ever, he is probably the largest stock- 
holder,owning over $400,000 of stock. Recently 
he sold off considerable real estate and his for- 
tune consists almost entirely of bonds and 
money at interest. 

WHAT HE WAS WORTH. 

He was one of the richest. if not the richest, 
gentleman in the state, It is impossible to es- 
timate his wealth, but those in position to 
know, say that he is worth anywhere froma 
million to a million and a quarter. 

He was very much attached to anything en- 
deared to him by association, and today the 
ow of property in Augusta apon which his 

oyhood days were passed is stil! in the family. 
It is on Broad street, near the Chronicle office, 
and when Mr. Phinizy gave # to one of his 
heirs he said: 

‘““‘My father’s honse was upon that lot. 
There’s where I grew up, and want you to 
keep it.’’ 

HE WAS GENEROUS AND KIND. 

Mr. Phinizy was one of the most generous 
and devoted of fathers. His children were 
his great treasure, and each one was abun- 
dantly provided forduring his life. He gave 
them all classical educations and a start in 
life. Every one of his sons, except 
the youngest two, graduated from the 
state university, his alma mater. Father 
and sons alike love the school from which 
their diplomas came. * 

Like their father, the boys all made fine bus- 
iness men, and they were his great pride. 

His kindness was not coniined to his family 
either. 

Many poor of the state have received aid 
from him, and to the destitute he was always 
liberal. 

HELPING OLD SLAVES. 

When the war closed he owned near- 
lyone hundred slaves. He was a kind 
master, and since the negroes were 
given their freedom has assisted ‘them. 
One old couple came to Atlanta soon after the 
war and for a few years were able to take care 
of themselves. But when old age came 
upon them they were homeless and without 
food. Mrs. Fowler, who spent many years 
with her cousin knew the negroes, and when 
she heard of their condition she sought them 
out, and with a liberal hand supplied their 
wants. 

They were both blind. 

Mr. Phinizy heard 
and came to Atlanta. 
to seo them, aud after talking 
to them took the old couple to Athens. There 
he gave them a house and for them he pro- 
vided uutil they died, Then he buried them. 

HE WAS A MEMBER OF THR CHURCH. 

Mr. Phinizy was a member of the Methodist 
church.®Through bis entire life he was a good, 
kind hearted man, but never joined the 
church until a few yearsago, When he did 
join he went to thecountry, and it was several 
weeks after his name had been enrolled on the 
church registry that his family knew any- 
thing of it. Rev. P. A. Heard, now of LaGrange, 
was the minister by whom Mr. Phinizy was 
accepted and since then he has frequently ex- 
pressed a desire that Dr. Heard should preach 
his funeral. 

The following spegjal from Athens tells of 
the death: 

ATHENS, Ga., October 20.—[Special.}|—Mr. 
Ferdinand Phinizy, one of the oldest and most 
prominent citizens of Athens, died this after 
noon at 50’clock, after an illness of several 
davs. The news of his death has cast a gloom 
over the entire city where he was honored and 
loved by a large cirele of friends. Mr. Phinizy 
was born in Oglethorpe county, Ga., and ina 
short time would have reached his seventy-first 
year. Early in life he moved to our city where 
he has since lived. He was a devoted “mem- 
ber of the Methodist church and often during 
his last sickness has exfressed his 
willingnes to go at the call of his 
Maker. It has been the wish of Mr. Phinizy 
that bis funeral sermon should be preached by 
Rey. T. A. Heard, of LaGrange, who was his 
personal friend, assisted by Rev. Mr. Parks, 
who was at one time pastor of the First Meth- 
odist church of this city. They have been tel 
egraphed for ané are expected tomorrow. The 
funeral services will be held from the family 
residence on Tuesday morning at 10 0’clock. 
He leaves a wife and nine children to mourn 
his death. 

No arrangements for the funeral have been 
made as yet.

The Judge of the Blue Ridge Circuit Dies at 
His-Home in Marietta—He Was lil Only 
a Short Time—His Life. 


Will J. Winn is dead! 

The intelligence will be sad for many, many 
residents of Atlanta as well as Marietta. 

Taken away in the very flush of manhood 
and upon the threshold’ of fame makes the 
death one of unusual sadness. ' 

Popular and beloved as he was his 
will be universally regretted, 

He died this morning at half past one o’clock 
at his home in Marietta and not a dozen people 
in the town knew of his death. 

Though sudden, the death was not unex- 
pected. 

Judge Winn has been ill for more than & 
month. Three weeks ago he was compelled to 
take his bed and the best medical talent of 
Atlanta and Marietta was called in. His 
illness wasa puzzle to all, and for a time 
bafiled the skill of the physicians. By the 
end of the week, however, he began to im-~- 
prove some. 

So rapid and apparently solid was the im- 
provement that his friends began to hope for 
his recovery. , 

The improvement, hwever, continued only 
a day or two, and then he began to grow 
worse. 

From that time on it was a battle every day 
between life and death. 

One day he would appear to be improving 
and the next he would grow worse. 

This continued until his friends began to

ually conquer. 

On Saturday he was slightly better than on 
Friday. 

But thatnight he grew werse,and all through 
the day yesterday death appeared to be 
hovering over the bed. As the 
day advanced, however, and he still clung to 
life, his friends thought it would be only a 
repetition of the previous day, and when night 
settled over Marietta the people went home, 
hoping thatthe dawn would bring renewed 
strength to the jurist. 

The hope was not fulfilled, 

About ten last night the physicians who 
were sitting by the bedside announced that 
Judge Winn was dying.

His finger-nails had commenced to turn 
purple, while his lips had taken on the hue of

At the right of 
the presiding Officer sat the chaplain of the 
association, Rev. T. P. Cleveland. The chair 
on his left was occupied by Rev. A. Gs 
as. a 
ates the organ voluntary, which was beau- 
tifully performed by Mr. Arthur Richards, 
Captain Colquitt requested all the veterans to 
rise while Rev. H. C. Morrison offered a 
yer. Mr. Morrison rose from a pew at one 
side of the desk and as he looked over the 
gray heads that were reverently bowed before 
him he was deeply moved. Mr. 
Morrison offered thanks _— that SO 
many veterans were allowed by the 
grace of God to be present at another anni- 
yersary of the veterans’ association. He gave 
special thanks for the men present who had 
been brought through the fire and destruction 
of aterrible war. He then prayed for those 
who marched with them, bivouacked with 
them, fought side by side with them, and who 
are sleeping and have been sleeping on the 
battlefields in other states for more than 
twenty years. Dr. Morrison again thanked the 
Almighty for the lives of those present, and said 
they represented the heroism and patriotisin 
of a past decade. 

“We rejoice and are glad,”’ he said “‘that the 
sound of war has died out from our midst, that 
our swords have been turned into plowshears, 
and our spears into pruning hooks.’’ 

In conclusion he prayed that when the cam- 
paign fof life was ended all the veterans might 
stack arms under the shade of the Almighty’s 
protection, and enter the city made glorious 
by His presence. 

Captain Colquitt advanced to the 

edge of the platform at the 
conclusion of Dr. Morrison’s. prayer, saying 
that President W. L. Calhoun had been called 
away and only a profound sense of duty would 
have induced him to appear before them and 
talk tothem without preparation as he was 
forced todo. He said it was right for him to 
give some idea of what the association was 
doing. He told how it was organized shortly 
before the visit of President Jefferson Davis 
to Atlanta. He was on the committee ap- 
pointed to escort the president of the confed- 
eracy tothe city. He described the enthusiasm 
of the old soldiers along the line of his jour- 
ney, givethe objects of the association Cap- 
tain Colquitt read report of the constitution 
and then called on Secretary Jno, F. Edwards 
to read the death roll.

There were more men killed and 
wounded at the battle of Sharpsburg than in 
auy three of Napoleon’s battles, and at Chick- 
amanuga more men fell than in the entire 
Franco-Prussian war. The south with 800,000 
mén fought the north with 2,800,000 for four 
long, bloody years. Then the end came, and the 
men who showed themselves greatin battle, 
showed still more greatness in returning to 
their ruined homes without any means of sup - 
port, save their indomnitable courage, and 
uilding from the relic a greater prosperity 
than was known before the war. 

Captain Colquitt was followed by Rev. T. P. 
Cleveland. He said, in his address, that he 
Was hot present to apologize for the conduct of 
the south, or to eulogize the dead. He said

cities of the north. Our city like all others, has a 
lawless element of while and black, who in times 
of excitement have committed unlawful acts over 
which not even the mantel of cbarity could be 
thrown. Law, as lunderstand it, is not made to 
reyent, but to punish crime, the ldw of the north 
fave not prevented riots among strikers and the 
destruction of both life and property during such 
times ofexcitement. It did not prevent the burn- 
ing of the colored man’s house a few days ago in 
Murray City in republican Ohio and that too 
because they did not want a negro in the commnu- 
nity. The negro at the north is abstruse. Le is 
there at the sacrifice of his personal identity. He 
js. comparatively speaking, lost in the surging 
masses of the people. He is not admitted to the 
trades unions, not permitted to work side by side 
with white mechanics, an lin many places he is 
scribed and ostracised as he is in the south, and 
should we make a parallel column and enumerate 
the advantages and disadvantages of the negro 
north and south under each one s peculiar circuin- 
stances we Vi ould find, inspite of these outrages, 
after reading it with our reason and not our preju- 
dice that the negro of the south is in as good con- 
dition except on the public highways. 

It is true that the East Point outrage 
is to be deplored, but in such times we do 
not need men as leaders who will stir up the 

ions of the people and increase the strife and 
urnish fuel to the flames already kindled, but men 
who can and will sympathize with his oppressed 
fellow-man aud at the same time preserve his equi- 
librium and devise ways and means for a redress of 
their grievances.
